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The MX is more 
than a metaphor 


The symbol above is the logo for the 
BSA’s Architects for Social Respon- 
sibility (ASR) Task Force. Designed by

For many of us the devastation of a 
nuclear holocaust may be too awesome 
to face or Star Wars too fantastic to 
comprehend. But the continued erosion 
of America’s resources and social fabric 
as more and more public funds are 
channeled to military appropriations is 
a development that directly affects 
architects and on which the profession 
can speak with some authority. It is this 
immediate and more insidious aspect of 
the arms programs that has come to oc- 
cupy much of the discussion at the 
monthly meetings of the ASR Task 
Force. 


“Philip, you can do better!”’ 


Philip Johnson did not show up for the 
March 20 protest organized by those seek- 
ing to modify Johnson’s New England 
Life project at 500 Boylston Street in 
Boston. 


The headline of this article was taken 
from a protest flyer distributed by 
Citizens for a Better New England Life 
(CBNEL) in connection with that protest 
outside the current New England Life 
building. 


More recently, BSA Urban Design Com- 
mittee co-chairman David Dixon AIA 
presented the BSA’s concerns about this 


In March, the simultaneous Congres- 
sional debates on the federal deficit and 
the MX missile brought these conflic- 
ting priorities into particular focus. 
While the nation’s mayors testified for 
the preservation of urban block grants 
and other domestic programs, the Con- 
gress voted for the funding of 21 more 
MX missiles at a cost of $1.5 billion, or 
$71 million per missile. 


Each of us can substitute for that figure 
a domestic capital project of equal 
value. Here are a few: 


© 10 elderly housing projects 
of 150 units each = 1 MX Missile 


* Renovations to 35 


subway stations = 1 MX Missile 


* 5 centers for housing 
the homeless, 500 


units each = 1 MX Missile 


¢ Annual subsidy for 

Amtrak = 9 MX Missiles 
And the cities are not the only ones af- 
fected. Last year, an affluent Boston 
suburb, trying to reconcile conflicting 
budget demands, failed to muster 
enough votes for the purchase of one of 
the town’s last remaining pieces of open 
land. In other times as much as 50% of 
the cost might have been funded under 
the Federal Land & Water Conservation 
Fund, one of the domestic programs 
drastically reduced in the past four 
years.

the BRA’s public hearing on the project. 
Dixon’s articulation of the BSA’s opposi- 
tion was echoed by numerous others in- 
cluding CBNEL activist Robert Sturgis 
FAIA. 


Despite extensive BSA efforts since 1983 
and strong neighborhood opposition, 
modifications of the project design have 
been described as minor and BRA final 
approval seems certain. 


The possibility of a lawsuit to block the 
project remains on CBNEL’s agenda, ac- 
cording to press reports.

With the 
data the survey will yield, we will seek to 
convince insurance underwriters to con- 
struct a reasonable liability package for 
Massachusetts architects.

This book is a selective guide to the finest 
examples of Pueblo Deco in New Mexico, 
Arizona and West Texas. Twenty-seven 
buildings are represented, each with color 
photographs, architectural drawings, 
descriptions and history. The authors set 
American Art Deco in its historical con- 
text and then distinguish the Southwestern 
version from its national and international 
counterparts. The book is a must for 
anyone interested in the architecture of 
the Southwest and in the stylish but en- 
dangered artifacts of America in the ’20s 
and 730s. 


Capital Losses: A Cultural History of 
Washington’s Destroyed Buildings by 
James M. Goode.

Basing their study on an 
inventory-survey of more than 400 struc- 
tures, the authors give a sense of what it 
was like to live in the city of the New 
Deal and ‘‘Mr. Smith Goes to Washing- 
ton.’’ Sadly, a number of elegant Art 
Deco buildings were demolished for com- 
mercial development in the 1970s. This 
uncaring attitude has begun to change and 
today some entrepreneurs are convinced 
that Deco design should be preserved. 
This book makes a most persuasive case 
for such preservation.

This is the most comprehensive guide ever 
published to the man-made environment

American Vernacular Design 
1870-1940: An Illustrated Glossary by 
Herbert Gottfried and Jan Jennings. 
Van Nostrand Reinhold. 270 pp. 
$25.50 pb. 


This is an illustrated glossary of the archi- 
tectural elements that were most common- 
ly used between the Civil War and World 
War II and of the generic building types 
into which these elements were most com- 
monly incorporated. The first section of 
the book examines the most common ver- 
nacular treatments of architectural 
elements. The second section shows how 
these different architectural elements were 
combined to create vernacular building 
styles. This is a very solid introduction to 
American folk architecture. 


Life and Architecture in Pittsburgh 
by James D. Van Trump. Pittsburgh 
History & Landmarks Foundation. 
395 pp. $18.95. 


The author, supreme historian of the 
architecture of the Pittsburgh area, is 
presented here in a permanent, readily ac- 
cessible form. This is a collection of 
essays otherwise to be found only in old 
magazine volumes, ephemeral newspaper 
supplements and manuscripts never before 
published. Representative of his varied 
writing career, the pieces reprinted here 
include his basic, authoritative works of 
architectural history, his essays on the way 
life was early in this century and his very 
personal reflections.

Alphabet. Photographs by Balthazar

The unique alphabet created in this book 
provides an extraordinary way of looking 
at architecture. Finding letters in, on and 
around buildings is just one way of look- 
ing at architecture, but it is a perfect way 
to start understanding the logic — and the 
mysteries — of structures frequently taken 
for granted. Every letter can be found in 
architecture, either as a basic structural 
form or as a decorative, eye-catching 
detail added on as the inspiration of the 
architect or the whim of the builder. 
These charming photographs capture it 
all.

This book was originally written by Philip 
R. Austin and Stewart W. Timmerman to 
fill a gap in the literature of clean-room 
design and operation. It is divided into 
two major parts, although some overlap- 
ping does obtain. The first part is con- 
cerned with the design of clean rooms and 
the second involves the operation of clean 
rooms. The book was written to meet the 
needs of the practicing contamination- 
control engineers, as well as the require- 
ments of class instruction.

Architectural competitions 
under the gun on Broadway 


New York City’s AIA chapter president 
Terrance R. Williams sent the following 
March 26 memo to all his chapter’s 
members. 


‘‘When well managed, the architectural 
competition is a time-honored method of 
exploring a broad range of design con- 
cepts and selecting an appropriate archi- 
tect. Unfortunately, the system is current- 
ly suffering from widespread abuse. 
Numerous institutions and developers are 
using unpaid ‘competitions’ to receive free 
or inadequately compensated architectural 
services. Other well-intentioned organiza- 
tions and/or their professional advisors 
have not established proper management 
systems to provide competitors with the 
information required in a timely fashion 
or even, in some cases, to insure a fair 
and just selection process. 


“Given the substantial sums of money 
which must be invested in order to do 
well, the Executive Committee of the New 
York Chapter recommends that members 
refrain from entering a competition which 
does not follow the guidelines put forward 
in the AIA Handbook of Architectural 
Design Competitions. The only way 
mismanaged and abusive competitions can 
be stopped is if the architectural com- 
munity refrains from participating.”

Post-occupancy evaluations 
to be conducted for DCPO 


The State Division of Capital Planning 
and Operations (DCPO) soon will be 
seeking professionals qualified to conduct 
post-occupancy evaluations (POE) of 
selected state facilities. 


The purpose of POEs is the improvement 
of programming, design and management 
of state facilities by examining their uses 
along multiple-performance dimensions. 
The POEs document typical problems and 
successes in planning, products and prac- 
tices and provide specific data on space, 
cost and energy standards in all state 
building types. 


The Designer-Selection Board (DSB), 
which selects at least three finalists for 
each appointment, will be asked to seek 
consultant-teams with expertise in three 
areas: research in applied environmental 
design and survey methods; architecture, 
programming, space planning, construc- 
tion and building ‘‘maintainability;’’ and 
engineering evaluation of building 
systems. 


Specific guidelines for POEs will be avail- 
able at the DSB when the requests for 
qualifications for POEs are advertised in 
the Central Register and elsewhere. For 
more information, call Christine 
Cousineau at DCPO, 617-727-4187.

The practice of architecture 


The following is the seventh in a series of 
articles presented by the Professional 
Practice Subcommittee on Agreements/ 
Contracts. We encourage members who 
have comments, questions, experiences to 
share or suggestions for future articles to 
send them to the Subcommittee at the 
BSA office. This month’s article was sub- 
mitted by Timothy R. Twomey, Esq., 
AIA of The Architects Collaborative, Inc. 


All information is intended to be specific 
enough to be helpful; however, no one 
should act on it without verifying with 
his/her attorney that this discussion is ap- 
plicable to the facts of his/her particular 
situation. 


Last month’s article in the ChapterLetter 
discussed a concern of many regarding ap- 
propriate use of the title ‘‘Architect’’ and 
of derivative titles such as ‘‘Architectural 
Designer.’’ Of equal concern are the twin 
questions of what constitutes the ‘‘prac- 
tice of architecture’ and who may engage 
in such practice. 


Chapter 112, Section 60A, of the Massa- 
chusetts General Laws answers the first 
question by defining the practice of archi- 
tecture as ‘‘performing or agreeing to per- 
form or holding one’s self out as able to 
perform professional services in connec- 
tion with the design, construction, en- 
largement or alteration of a building in- 
cluding consultations, investigations, eval- 
uations, preliminary studies, aesthetic 
design, the preparation of plans, specifica- 
tions and contract documents, the co-ordi- 
nation of structural and mechanical design 
and site development, administration of 
construction contracts and any other 
similar service or combination of services 
in connection with the design and con- 
struction of buildings, regardless of 
whether one or all of these services are 
being performed and regardless of 
whether these services are performed in 
person or as the directing head of an of- 
fice or organization performing them; 
provided, that the practice of architecture 
shall not include the practice of engineer- 
ing as defined in [Chapter 112 of the 
Massachusetts General Laws], but a 
registered architect may perform such 
engineering work as is incidental to the 
practice of architecture.” 


As to the second question, Chapter 112, 
Section 60K, mandates that no person 
shall, directly or indirectly, engage in the 
practice of architecture in Massachusetts 
(subject to certain expectations defined in 
Section 60L) unless that person is duly 
registered as an architect. 


Obviously, the definition of the practice 
of architecture is very broad. Consult the 
Board of Registration concerning ques- 
tions of interpretation.
